His forelathers bad a tradi-
tion that, Jong years ago, they had lived
near a VaAt warm lake noritbenst of the
big river; that the couktry was warm,
fail of lig troes, big deer, and big oxem
with white horms; thast big fiahes snd
gonkes o8 long' as = 100 lodge poles
sbounded io this lake; that one day all
the big oxen bygen to roar togsther, and
that tuey raised suoh s steam from their
sostrils thut the earth reeled and the sun
was obsoured; that suddenly the lake
fell, nod ocontinu-d fallivg fer thres
woong, and then became w0 moch re-
duosd that they koew it not sny more,
but that the big lake they found bad
been drained away to the south, snd that
{ts warm waters bad cat out throogh the
mountsiiid tbe present canyos of Green
river, and of the big river (the Colorado);
und that the old bed in the Toow-pim-
weep 14 whers the lake waters are
drained. All the big deer and the oxen
with white borns straysd away eastward
and perished is the mountains, A big
flood woon after the above ceoarrences
tormed Grand River canyon, and sfter
tbis flood came @& swmall race of peopls
whe bad skin canoes, aud whe broughbt
ssed cotm of s small kind, ealled in
Spamisd  ohiguito mays; that these
poople wezo almoat whits, and that they
topght the Utes how to make good
spuars and bows and enrthen-ware; that
they built stene booses 1o the cliffs, and
oultiveted  pumpkios, corn and beans;
that they bad silver aud gold in abun.
donee, sud iron tools that they hod ob-
taiued in the high mountains te the
porthenst; that wfeerwards, from the
northweat, big red Indiams came over to
this conntry sad killed snd dreve off the
little people, whe finally sll went soush,
nd woll n@ the big red men, who are the
Apaches, Navsjoes and Kiowas,

Phess small apnd newrly white people
wers undoubladly the Aztecs, who ocor-
tainly wandersd in the direstion of Col-
ormdo, being driven there by the
oooasional plagues whioh nearly depopu-
inted nortbern Mexico oenturies ugo,
Pab-goo deslares that *‘grande lagarios'
(probably alligators) were {ound ameng
the Apache and Navajo Indians, but that
they all disappeared as the eonntry be-
cnme drier and oolder, It appears from
the traditions thut melted rocks waers
ponred out everywhere and left the
vountry desolate, It is, also, of tradi-
tion that in the old river bed of the Col-
orado there ia plenty of gold, which fact
was rolated by the Azteca or small men.

New Prruapsreria, Obio, December
t —A shori time sinee, it will be remem-
bered, briel mention was made in the
Enquirer, concerning a little child in the
family of Jos, Kinsley, near hers, that
had commenoed to petrily, Your ocor-
respondent visited the family to-day, and
learned the following partionlars with
regard to this onriosity: *‘The child is
about two years of age, and in the month
of July Iast, while it was bsivg nursed
by its father, & sudden hardening of the
limbs was noticed. Hinoe that time the
hardoess has inereased snd has spread
over ita entire body.

A living petrified ohild is oon-
sidered in this seotion & ouriosity with-
out & parallel, and hundreds of people
sre flocking to Mr. Kinsley's to see Lhis
wonder. Medioal men are dumbiounded,
and ean give no explanatien of the sin-
gular phenomena,

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THE BREYFOGLE MINE,

Every person who lived in Eastern
Navada from 1863 until 1809, have heard
of the wonderful Breyfogle mine which
was supposed to exist momeswhere in the
viclpity of Death Valley. Many yst
believa in its existence, und parties are to
this day sesrohing for thin Will o'-the-
wisp, A correspondent of the Esmeralda
Herald explodes the mylh by the follow-
ing scoount of the origin of the report,
the partionlars of which be procured
from one of the principal parties, who i
now ranching on the upper Ban Pedro
river. The writer who was living in
Austin st the tims, romembers some of
the minor incidents refarred to.
“*During the earliar years of the late
war, a party of men organized in Waeat-
ern Nevada for the purpose of going
South to join the Confederate foroes by
orossing througn drizens and New Mexi-
oo into Texas. Their route lay to the
southeast—they intending to oroms the
Colorado somswhere to the northward of
Fort Mojave. While traveling south of
Anstin, Nevads, the parly attracted the
attention of a procpactor who was work-
ing in one of the mining eampa of that
region; and as every party or person mot
announoing their destination or intention
in those days'were suspecied of having
some ‘good thimg,'or mew discovey in
visw, and this prospeotor being fully
alive to the importance of following on
their trail snd coming in for a chamos in
the supposed new discovery, started in
the wake. Now, in thoss days parties
going to Dixie were clossly watched by
United Btates soldiers siationsd at the
different military posts; and as Show-
alter and his party had been reeently
captured and incaresrated in Fort Yama,
parlics were vory oareful to sas that their
destioation was not found ont, aud that
there were no spies on their track from
Fort Churchill. It was not long befors
they discovered that this prosprotor was
following them, and they accordingly
watohed him elessly for some days, At
length one of the party dropped behind
to imterview the person who was dogging
their trail, to find out it possible his
object. Conoraling himself, while the
other members of the pariy went shesd,
he awaitsd the oomiog of the follower,
When sooosted and asked the resson of
hia course, the prespector frankly stated
his object, that sesing they were waell
eqnipped and well mounted, be bad con-
uludmr that they had something rich in
view and wished to coma in for what be
could after they had made their looations.
The man who had been an old prospector
himsell saw at onoe the true stste of
affairs, and having some rich pieces of
rook with him that be bad procured in
Oulifornin, told him that the specimens
came from s lead they wera poiog to
logate, and peinting to a saddle or de.
pression in a range of meuntains s long
way off to the south, he told him on the
western slepe of that mountain the mine
wan situate, and that it was large and
very rich; but that under no ociroum-
stanoes muat he again be seen wpon their
trail, a8 his companions were very jeal-
ous of outside interfersnce and it wonld
be very dangerons for him. The now
greatly excited prospector, it is supposed,
returned to his camp, and showing the
rich rock te his companions, made im-
mediate preparations to bunt for the
fabled mins. How that hunt was con-
tinued for many months and years, and
the hardships sufferings and privations
of many of the deluded prospeetors led
on by this story, has become & part of the
bistory of Southern Nevada, This man
was Broyfogle. Mr. Breyfogle unad the
information he obtained for his own ad-
vantagein geiting orednlons and exocitable
pernons in Lios Angeles and elsawhers to
it up eoastly expeditions to wearch for
this hidden trensure that never had an
existence. There are in the vicinity of
this saddle whioh was pointed ont in the
mountain, soma Iarge ledges but the ores
are base in character and oarry buta
small pereentage of gold and silver.
Thot seotion of coumtry was thoreughly
wearobed abomt three years sgo by a
arty of experienced prospeoiors from
g'nu.m{nt. and nothiog was found that
wounld warrant apy great e!]li:llil!\lu of
labor or money. 8o endeth what we
believe to ba tha true story of the lon_a:
songht but nevar found Breyfogle myth.
